Yes, the Attorney General has been sent there, 
and we have his instructions. And I have 
heard here, on the part of some of my forty 
friends from New York. a great deal about the 
conscious dignity and honer of this Empire 
State of New York. Now, I am not very fond 
of that term “ Empire State,” in the language 
of this Union; and I say that if there is an 
“Empire” State in this Union itis Delaware. 
To be magniloquent and talk about the Empire 
State, may well’ become the forty gentlemen 
who represent the State on this floor, having 
reference to their own numbers and the num- 
bers of their constituents, or to the extent, fer- 
tility. and beauty of her soil; yet this is a dis- 
tinction not recognised in the Constitution of 
the United States. They are all, as members 
of this Union, equa! ; and the State of Dela- 
ware has as good a right to be called the “ Em- 
pire State” as New York.

HORRID MURDER. 

On Priday the 17th inst., Mr. Samue! Adams, a maa- 
ter printer of great respectability, in New York City, 
left his establishment and proceeded to the office of 
the Missionary Herald. After transacting some busi- 
ness there, he Said he would go tou see some bookseller 
who owed him some money, bat did not reach re, 
and the last that was seen of him wasin Broadway. 
Some person, it is understood, told him while out that 
Mr. J. C. Colt, the author of a new system of book- 
keeping, ( who occupied an office in the new granite 
building at the corner of Chambers st. and Broadway, 
in the room next but one to Broadway,) wha cwed Mr. 
Adams some two hundred dollars for printing bis 
book, was about to leave the city, and Mr. Adams re- 
plied that he would go to see hi m and endeavor to get 
his money ; whether he went there or not, the sequel 
will probably tell —but Mr. Adams from that day was 
never seen alive. 

A little before four o’clock in the afternoon of that 
day, Mr. Wheeler, a celebrated teacher of penmanehig, 
who occupies the room onthe second story of the® 
building fronting Broadway, and adjoiningsto that of 
Colt, heard a strange and unaccountable noise im Col’ 
room, as ifsome persons were engaged in fencing or 
in a scuffle ; and anon, a crash as of some heavy body 
falling on the floor, and then a dead silence reigned. 
After waiting some time, Mr. Wheeler went to the 
door of Colts room and knocked ; but receiving no 
answer, looked through the key-hole and saw twe 
hats on the table of Colt's room, and Colt in the act of 
wiping or washing the floor. Mr. Wheeler, after 
waiting a considerable length of time, looked in at the 
key-hole again, and still saw Mr. Colt engaged im the 
same operation. Mr. W. then told his assistant in his 
school to watch Colt until he went out of his room, as 
he suspected something was wrong,—and the young 
man accordingly watched all night and heard Colt en~ 
gaged in his room alt night at work. 

On the morning of Saturday he saw Colt put a box 
some four feet long out of his room marked with some 
name, and directed to St. Louis, via New Orleans, 
which in the course, of the forenoon he delivered to a 
carman, who put it on his cart and conveyed it away. 

A day or two afterwards, Mr. Wheeler gained in- 
gress into Cott’s room, and discovered a looking glass 
broken, the floom bearing the appearance of having 
been recently scrubbed or scraped, and the place cov- 
ered with fresh ink, and also ink spots on the wall, as 
ifto conceal some other stains. A hatchet was also 
found, the handle of which had been scraped over, and 
then covered with ink.

The Mayor then sent officers en board the ship, and 
had her detained, as she was abou\to sail; and hav- 
ing the hatches opened, the Mayor, with the officers, 
repaired on board the vessel, where the box marked a3 
stated, was found in her hold; and afer « time got 
out and brought on deck. ‘There it was ened. and 
the body cf a man supposed to be Mr. Adans found, 
with only the shirt on, partly covered with'salt and 

|chloride of lime, with cloths wrapped round jp 4 
coat and other clothes packed around the bod¥ ang 
| the whole enveloped in an old awning. It was \en 
‘closed and conveyed to the dead house iu the Pak, 
| There t..e Coroner, attended by others, appeared ant 
‘examined the body, which was greatly decomposed 
‘and presented a frightful spectacle. A rope was round 
the neck extending round and under the knees, which 
| were drawn up-to the breast—the whole of the bone 
of the forehead was almost crushed and driven in up- 
on the brain. There was a fracture of both the right 
land left parietal bones, portions of which were driven 
‘in and went across the right side of the chin, which 
| also penetrated the stock on his neck. 

The stock was alse cut open in front and fast only 
behind. The physicians ascribed his death to these 
wounds, and the testimony was laid before the Jury 
who assembled. The verdict was in accordance with 

| the above facts, imputing the killing, as they believed 
| to J.C. Colt. He was brought out of prison, and look- 
ed pale and haggard, remaining silent, and his counsel, 
| Messrs. Robert Emmett and J. A. Morrell sent for, 
| and afterwards was remanded to prison. 

| The watch belonging to Mr. Adams was found in 
| Colt’'s trunk, at his boarding-house. 

Both the murdered man and his murderer were 
members of the Rev. Dr. Spring's Church.

Every male citizen of twenty one years of | 


age and upwards, (excepting paupers aod per- 
sons under guardianship,) who Shall have re- 
sided within the state one vear, and within the 
town, in which he may claim a right to vote, 
six months next preceding.any election of town, 
county or state officers, or of representative to 
congress, and who shai! have paid, by himself, | 
or his parent, master or guardian, any state or 
county tax, which shall, within two years next 
preceding such election, have been assessed | 
upon him, in any town of this state; and also | 
every citizen, who shall be by law exempted | 
from taxation, and who shall in all other re- 
spects be qualified as above mentioned, shall | 
have a right to vote in all such elections ; and | 
no other person shall be entitled to vote in 
such elections.

“ Parish taxes and assessed taxes press heavily 
enough ; but the bardest tax of all is that which 
the forms of society authorize the idle to levy 
}on the well employed, by interrupting their en- 
gagements and defeating their purposes.” 
Well has the wise. man said, “ Withdraw thy 
foot from thy neighbor's house, lest he be weary 
of thee, and hate taee.”—Prov. xxv. 17. Still 
less is the character of «a good neighbor due to 
those who ingratiate themselves into families, 
and become possessed of their secrets, or draw 
from them remarks on others, and then go else- 
where and make mischief of what they have 
heard.

Should any in- 
convenience have been inadvertantly occasion- 
}ed by him or his, it‘is no sooner mentioned than 
cheerfully removed or repaired. 

The good neighbor is kind and accommoda- 
| ting. It gives him pleasure to promote the 
‘comfort and welfare of those around him. If

Syrop or AtBany anv Rartroaps. This 
reverend body has resolved that in its opinion, 
for a church member to hold stock in a railroad 
or steamboat which violates the Sabbath, is an 
offence worthy of discipline.

Menovine Steet Pens. But few people are 
aware of the fact, that ordinary steel pens may 
be made to perform at least four times their 
usual service, as easily and with as little trou- 
ble as that ef mending a common quill pen. 
The steel pen usually fails in the first instance, 
by having the corners of its point worn off, 
which prevents the ink from readily taking to 
the paper. This may be usually corrected ina 
minute or less by means of a fine flat file, such 
as is used by watch makers, and may be pro- 
cured fora shilling. Hold the file in a hori- 
zoutal position, or let it lie on the table, with 
its point from you. Then place the point of 
the pen on the point of the file, holding the 
pen in a vertical position with its back a little 
inclined towards you :—draw the file towards 
you, gently pressing the file. Repeat this two 
or three times as the case may require. Then 
hold the pen nearly in a horizontal position 
with its point from you, and with one side of 
its nib resting on the file, draw the pen towards 
vou, repeating the operation with both sides of 
the nib, ull by wyieg it with ink vou find it 
sufficiently pointed. A small magnifying glass 
is convenient in this case, but the operation 
may be very weil performed without it.

Norway. In Norway the ordinaty food for 
the peasantry is bread and gruel, both pre- 
pared of oafmeal with an occasional mixture of 
dried fish. Meat is a luxury rarely used, 

Poranp. The common food of the peasantry 
of Poland, the working men, is cabbage and 
potatoes ; sometimes, not generally, black 
bread and soup, or rather gruel, without the 
addition of butter or meat. A recent traveller 
says, “ I bave travelled in every direction, and 
never saw a wheaten louf to the eastward of 
the Rhine, in any part of Northerm Germany, 
Poland, or Denmark. 


Denmark. In Denmark, the peasantry are 


‘still held in bondage. and are bought and sold 


self in its backward flight through the long vis-' 


ta of years, now scarcely lingered a moment a- 
round her name.

Russta. In Russia the bondage of the peas 
santry is even more complete than it is in 
Denmark. The nobles own all the land in the 
empire, and the peasantry who reside upon it 
are transferred with the estate. A great majo- 
rity have only cottages, one portion of which is 
occupied by the family, while the other is aps 
propriated to domestic animals. Few, if any, 
have beds—but sleep upon bare boards, of 
upon parts of the immense stoves by which 
their houses are warmed. Their food consists 
of black bread, cabbage, and other vegetables, 
without the addition of any butter. 

Austaia. In Austria the nobles are the pro- 
prietors of the land, and the peasants are com- 
pelled to work for their masters every dav ex 
cept Sunday. The cultivators of the soil are 
in a state of bondage. 

Swepen. In Sweden the dress of the peas 
santry is prescribed by law. ‘Their food cons 
sists of hard bread, dried fish, without gruel 
and without meat. 

Huncary. In Hungary, their state is, if 
possible, still worse. The nobles own the 
land, do not work, and pay no taxes. The 
laboring classes ate obliged to repair all highs 
ways and bridges, are liable at all times to 
have soldiers quartered upon them, and are 
compelled to pay one-tenth of the produce of 
their labor to the church and one-ninth to the 
lord whose land they occupy. 

Inetanp. The averaze wages of a luborer 
is from nine and a half to elevencents per day. 
Their food is ‘ milk and potatoes, occasionally 
varied, as one of them describes it, by * potatos 
and milk.’ Truly, may it be said that all over 
the world, ‘hard is the fate of the laboring 
poor.’ Yet they are the producers of all the 
wealth in every country. —New York Era.

THE NEW YORK EXCHANGE. 

The Merchant's Exchange Company of the 
City of New York, was incorporated by an act 
of the Legislature, in the year 1523, witha 
capital of one million of dollars, divided into | 


ten thousand shares of one hunéred dollars 
each. The dimensions of the new building are 


one hundred and ninety-eight feet on Wall-; 
street, one hundred and ninety-six feet on the 
rear, one hundred and forty feet eight inches

And although the ground is 
of such irregular shape, the architect has so 
skillfully arranged the building, that there is 
but jittle if any appearance of irregularity in 
the apartments into which it is divided.

The exterior 
walls are composed of blue granite, procured 
and wrought in the highest perfection of the art 
at the qvarries in Quincy, (Mass.,) a smal] ; 
town about eight miles fromm Boston, whence it | 
is conveyed to the sea by a railroad, (the first | 
constructed in the Union,) and thence in ves-| 
sels to New York.
